FINDLAY RIVER. 


Edmund A. Bartl and Isidore Hoitzberg 
arrived from Fort Graham, on Findlay 
river, on. Saturday. Also Maurice Harrie, 
Geo. ‘Stephenson and Frank Shablow, from 
Peace Fiiver. Mr. Bartl is from Scranton, 
Pennsylvania, and Mr, Holtzberg from 
New York. They are the leaders of the 
Bartl party. who passed through Edmonton 
last spring. They were up the Findlay 
abeut 67 miles above Graham, They locat- 
ed a mica claim, and are so well satisfied 
with the prospects of gold in that region 
that they intend returning to the Findlay 
during the latter part of the winter. Part 
ef their outfit is wintering at Fort Graham. 
They report a considerable number of 
prospectors workiag on theriver bars from 
St. John to and above Graham, taaking 
from $1.50 to $4 00a day. Early in the 
season none of this mining was done as the 
water was too high; in some places 24} half 
feet higher than in the fall. In the low 
water the pay bars were uacovered, and 
work on them commenced. Messrs. Bartl 
and Holtzberg are going on at once to New 
York. Mr. Bartl, who is a civil and min- 
ing engineer, has made very complete 
sketches of the Findlay and its tributaries, 
and generally collected a large amount of re- 
hable and valuable information regarding 
that region.

A by- 
law is to be submitted to raise $4,500 
for the purpose. The site selected is 
a very suitable one, the more so be- 
cause it adjoins the fire hall, already 
town property. The only direct 
questions regarding the proposed pur. 
chase are as to the size of the property 
and the price. The area is not as 
1] as would be desirable, but pos- 
sibly it is sufficient for present needs. 
At any rate it appears to be about as 
large-An fibea as can be secured in 
such a convenient #ituation for the 
money. Having « leading street on 
each side is a great advantage in the 
matter of reom. At the same time 
Edmonton is essentially a country 
market town. Even now large accom- 
modation is needed, and the need will 
rapidly increase. As to the price it 
compares very favorably with the 
offer made in connection with block 
X, and is about on a par with the 
offer made by the town for that 
property. 

There is an indirect question re- 
garding this matter that is as im- 
portant as the direct question, and it 
will be well to consider it. If the 
purchase price meant the whole of 
the probable expenditure on the 
property, we know, or easily can 
know, where we are. But if she pur- 
chase oi this property is only prelimin- 
ary to further large expenditures, as 
would almost seem necessary in order 
te render the property valuable for 
the purpose for which it is intended, 
there is a question whether the 
present time is opportune. Edmontcn 
will have to deal with the question of 
water works not later than the com- 
ing summer. That is the universal 
impression. If Edmonton’s credit is 
in such a condition as to be able to 
handle a water works scheme as a 
town enterprise it will be all the 
better for the town, whether it is so 
handled or whether a company is 
dealt with. For if it is known that 
the town cannot handle the business 
itself any company dealing with it 
will take advantage of the situation 
and drive a harder bargain than if 
the town could protect itself by 
putting in its own water works. This 
being the case it will be well for the 
citizens to be sure that in providing 
a needed and satisfactory market site 
they are not prejudicing themselves 
in the more pressing and important 
matter of water works.

Tue expression “The Haultain 
government sustained,” which is used 
in a good many newspaper headings 
of returns of the Territorial elections 
is misleading in that it indicates, or 
seems to indicate, that in the contest 
just closed there was any question of 
that government being sustained. 
There was no such question before 
the electors. Each candidate ran on 
his own merits or the alleged demerits 
of his opponent, rather than on the 
merits or demerits of the Haultain 
government or policy, which all, or 
almost all, seemed to endorse. It is a 
fortunate position for any government 
to be in. Possibly too fortunate to 
last long. But none the less, that is 
the position at present.

Tue Winnipeg Telegram, which 
has been serving up Sifton and 
nothing but Sifton, to the readers of 
its editorials during several months 
past has introduced a slight variety 
into its tune.

ACROSS THE MOUNTAINS. 

Golden is a bright looking place, 
ehowing a nuniber of new buildings, 
and is the point from which small 
steamers run up the Columbia to the 
lakes in which it heads, a distance of 
about 100 miles. It is also the head- 
quarters of the Golden Lumber Con- 
pany, which operates on the upper 
Columbia; and expects to be given ad- 
ditional importance by the transfer of 
the C. P. R. shops, hitherto located at 
Donald, further down the river. It 
had a paper aptly named the Golden 
Era and now has the East Kootenay 
Miner. Up the Columbia there is some 
agricultural séttlement, but the pro- 
duct is not enough to supply the 
present local demand. This of course 
is all the better for the farmers. 


The railway follows the Columbia 
down stream seventeen miles to Donald. 
This is also a nice looking little town, 
ard at one time had prospects. It is 
theeni of a C. P. R. division, and the 
railway bridge across the Columbia is 
here. Of course this was expected to 
assure its position as a trade centre. 
But the shops are to be moved to 
Golden, being nearer the heavy grades 
of the Rockies, and therefore to their 
work, and with them the glory of 
Donald is departing. There was a 
time, as already stated, when Donald 
had prospects and was quite a hot 
town. That was shortly after the 
completion of the railway. John 
Houston, now mayor of Nelson, went 
up from Calgary and started a little 
paper there which he called the Truth. 
I; was an excellent paper typographi- 
cally and in news matter, and it spread 
the name and fame of Donald far and 
wide. Houston located Donald in the 
centre of a great mining region. He 
had the richest claims on earth scatter- 
ed ail over the surrounding hills. 
Prospectors scoured the country, and 
Donald enjoyed quite a mining boom. 
But Houston was induced to remove 
to New Westminster, Truth died, the 
Donald mining boom collapsed, and 
Donald itself took the down grade. 


At Golden, and again at Donald, 
tbe outward and visible sign that we 
were in British Columbia was in the 
number of Chinese faces stuck out of 
windows, and of Chinese dresses—not 
ladies’ dresses—on the streets. The 
Chinaman is everywhere. In a certain 
way the Chinese have annexed British | 
Columbia. They certainly control the 
labor market in many lines, and while 
some British Columbians say the 
Chinese must go, a very large number 
say they can’t do without them. 

The Columbia from Golden to Don- 
ald, is a wide somewhat straggling, 
not over-rapid stream, flowing in a 
rough, wooded valley of a mile or two 
in width. The scope for agriculture 
seemed very limited. There were a 
few small ranches, but their gross 
product would not have any appreci- 
able effect in supplying even the 
present local demand. The cost of 
increasing the cultivated area would be 
great and the ultimate possibility very 
limited. 

The difference in climate in the 
Columbia Valley from that left the 
evening before at Calgary was very 
marked. Although the day was 
not what would be called warm, the 
wind lacked that razor edge which tells 
of the approach of winter on the other 
side of the range. The climate of 
British Columbia owes as much to the 
pretection afforded by the Rockies 
from the sweep of winds from the 
north and cast as it does to the mild 
breezes of the Pacific from the south 
and west. The leaves were still neatly 
all green, and apples were hanging 
rire on the trees in the small garden 


patches. 
At Donald the Columbia is crossed. 
The river is followed northward 


about twelve miles further to the 
mouth of the Beaver, which comes in 
from the west. A lumber company— 
the Columbia river—has large mills at 
Beaver. 


About sixty miles further down the 
Columbia is the Big Bend, in the 
vicinity of which a great deal of pros- 
pecting is now beiag done from 
Revelstoke. Being down stream from 
Beaver, while it is much further up 
stream from Revelstoke, it would seem 
that it could be reached much more 
easily from the former than the latter 
place. It is a matter of interest to the 
producers of the Territories to have the 
currents of trade diverge from the C. 
P. R. at the most easterly point practic- 
able, thereby getting what advantage 
there may be from saving as much of 
the railway haul as possible. 


At all points on the Upper Columbia 
Territorial produce has a clear advant- 
age as to cost of haul in competition 
with produce from the States coming 
in by any route. For market purposes 
Field, Palliser, Golden, Donald and 


‘Beaver are or should be ag 
much a part of the Territories 
as are Canmore, Anthracite or 


Banff. At the same time, owing to the 
existence of established business con- 
nections between the Upper Columbia 
country and other parts of the province, 
the Territories do not get the amount
